Admiral 
D ew ey, ind°ed, thought he m ight find 
the Spanish fleet there instead of Ma­ 
nila, and as a m atter of fact the Spanish 
adm iral had gone to Subig bay on April 
27, but finding that the m ounting of the 
guns in the shore batteries had been de­ 
layed he returned to Manila. 
The insurgents took possession of the 
Spanish posts in the bay in July of last 
year, being Assisted by the Raleigh and 
Concord, which were sent in by Admiral 
D ew ey to prevent interference by tho 
German cruiser Irene, whose captain 
had prevented Aguinaldo^ fore* a from 
taking Isla Jranda, at the entrance ta 
the bay 
The Ifi-centimeter gun cor­ 
responds very nearly w ith the six inch 
gun used in the Am erican navy. 
Its 
caliber in inches is 6.3. 
It w eighs 51 
tons and fires a projectile w eighing 98 
pounds w ith a powder charge of 19 
pounds. 
Subig bay is the m ost im portant port 
in the island of Luzon, in the neighbor­ 
hood of Manila. 
It is a short distance 
north of Manila bay and its advantages 
as a naval base are regarded as being 
superior to Cavite, in M anila bay, the 
harbor safer and easier to defend. 
It is 
expected that it w ill be held perm anent­ 
ly by the n vy, so as to afford a base of 
operations gainst the insurgents in that 
neighborhood.

Tho custom tariff 
enforced in the Philippines also has 
been a source of considerable discussion 
in diplom atic circles. 
Under the adm inistration of Spain, 
Chinese laborers were made welcom e to 
tile Philippines, though they were com ­ 
pelled to pay a tax, not because they 
were Chinamen, but in order to raise 
revenue for Spain. 
This tax w as ap­ 
plied to all residents of tho island. 
It 
had been hoped that in view of the 
proxim ity of the Philippines to Asia 
and the President s favor of the open 
door in China Mr. M cKinley would put 
aside his high tariff ideas and further 
the open door for the Philippines. There 
is reason to believe that the president 
and his advisers have given verv careful
